This Picture is finely painted, and should be in the possession of an 

Amateur. 

2 Cupid contemplating his next attack, executed in a 

masterly style, and pleasing in its general effect, 

Guido Reni. 

3 The Adoration of the Shepherds, beautifully painted, 

and may be considered among the best specimens 
of the Master, Bassano.

This is of that rare quality which is seldom seen in this country; the 

transparency of the colour and the truth of its effect show the perfec- 
tion of the art. 

11 The Crucifixion of Our Saviour, Stella. 
The various feelings depicted in this Painting show the capacities of 

a great Master ; the serenity of the Mother, forming a strong contrast 
with the despair of the Magdalen, as she clings to the Cross.
